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Drinking age costs Idaho cut of road funds

WASHINGTON — Seven governors have 
been notified that since their states are in 
non-compliancG AV1th the national inlnimum 
drinking age of 21 they stand to lose 5 per- 
cent of their higJiway funds, a spokesman for 
Uie National Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 

-ministration .said Tuesday 

The letters, mailed out Monday, were sent 
to governors in Colorado. Idaho, Louisiana. 
Montana. Ohio, South Dakota and Wyoming. 
Tennessee and the District of the Columbia 
were notified last month, said . the 
spokesman, who rw|ucsted anonymity.

In the letters, the •go\'cmors were told 
they will lose 5 percent of their highway 
funds unless they enact a 21-year-old drink- 
ing age by Oct. 1. The letter was signed by 
Diane Stce<I, -administrator. of- the. National 
Highway Traffic Safely Administration, and 
Hay Barnhart, federal highway ad- 
ministrator. 

Thc'twTJ-agcncics- wifhin'thc’Dcpartment 
of Tramsportatlon can withhold 5 percent of 
federal highway funds from any state that 


permits “purchase or public possession of 
any alcoholic beverage" by persons under 
age 21 after Sept. 30. the spokesman said. 

In July 1984. President Reagan signed' 
legislation requiring stales to enact a 21- 
ycar-old drinking age. or lose 5 percent of its 
road construction allocation from Oct. 1, 
1986 until Sept. 30. 1987, From Oct. 1, 1987 
through Sept. 1988. the rale would jump 
loiOpercenL 

When he signed the measure, Reagan said 
the fact that stales have different drinking 
ages “leaves us with a crazy quilt of dif- 
ferent state drinking laws and far loo many 
•blood lx>rdcrs.”’,

stands to lose $9.1 million in federal highway 
aid; Idaho. $4.5 million; Louisiana. $15.6 
million; Montana, $5.5 million; Ohio. $16 
million; South Dakota, $4.1 million; Wyom- 
ing, $4.4 million; Tennessee, $8,6 million, and 
District of Columbia, $2.6 million. 

The federal highway funds would affect 
primary and secondary urban highway 
systems.

Colorado has a drinking age of 18 for beer 
with 3.2 percent alcohol, and a drinking age 
of 21 for other beverages. Nlnelecn-ycar-olds 
in Ohio and South Dakota can buy beer, but 


the stales’ drinking age for all other 
alcoholic beverages is 21. 

In Washington, D.C., the drinking age is 18. 
for beer and table wine; 21 for other 
alcoholic beverages, 

Tennessee’s drinking age is 21, but irex= 
empts military personnel.

Now watch for how the “tax reform" measure is 
transformed into a “tax overall,” meaning you will 
pay more when it is all said and done, either in feder- 
al or state taxes, or both.

I responded 
to the next Inevitable air-raid warn- 
ing and went below with more feel- 
ing of fear than before. 

7u G: 15 p.m.. we came up against a 
veo' brave and determined attack 
by fouraircrall. Weengaged with 
everything we had. from Sea Dart 
missiles to machine guns, and even 
rifles, but one of (he aircraft got 
through, delivering three 1,000-pound 
bombs, which exploded deep down 
•'Inside the ship. The severe damage ■ 
caused immediate flooding and fire, 
and all power and communications 
were lost. 

Within about 20 minutes the ship 
was upside down, her keel horizontal 
a few feet above sea level. Later she 
sank. It Is still remarkable to me " 
that, but for the 19 men tragically 
killed bv the blast nf ilio bombs. ' 


some 280 of us got out of the ship — 
much of which was devastated inside 
and filled with thick suffocating 
smoke. I can only put that down to 
training, good discipline and high 
morale. 

It was about G:20 p.m. whenmy 
w’orid stopped, I was aware of a 

flash, heat and the crackllngof the 

radar set In fronfof my face as it 
disintegrated.

could be seen, except for people on 
fircr through the dense black smoke - - 
but I could sense the total devasta- 
tion of the compartment. 

When I eventually got to the upper 
deck, as the ship was beginning to 
roll over.

When I had watched everyone 
jump into the sea and get into their 
liferaftsiwalkeddowntheships 
side, jumped the last two feet Into 
the water and swam to the life raft.

from small dairy and fccdlot operations. 

A state official described this form of 
water pollution as "as bad as or worse than 
human sewage," 

Government surveys done in the Twin 
Fdls area last spring and in 13ffi showed 
"significant water-quality degradation from 
feedlot and dairy wastes," said Mike 
McMaslers, source control field officer with 
the stale Division of Environment.

Large operator?, with 700 dairy cows or 
1.000 head of feeder cattle, have been subject 
to requirements controlling animal-waste 
junof f since the 19709, -said McMasters. 

A total of 30 large dairy arid feedlot opera- 
tions have EPA permits. McMasters 
estimated about 300 smaller dairy and 
feedlot operations will be subject to the 
permit requirements. 

Operators of small dairy and feedlot facili- 
ties are reportedly upset about the permit 
requirement. A spokesmen for the., Idaho 
Dairymen's /\ssodallon could not be reached 
for comment.

McMasters said feedlot and dairy runoff 
uses oxygen in water, contains high levels of 
bacteria, nutrients, sediments, floating 
solids and ammonia. He said it was "as bad 
as or worse than human sewage." 

The permit requirements would also apply 
to other types of animal confinements for 
bog.s, horses and sheep, said Mc.Masters. 

Permits arc suppo^ to be obtained this 
fall for .those with 200 or more dairy cows 
and 300 or more head of cattle. But opera- 
tors will probably lx; given a several-month 


grace period to meet requirements, .safd 
McMasters. Tlje plan will lake full effect 
next .spring, when runoff from rains, and 
mountain .snowmelt is highest, said 
McMaslers. 

A program of inspections, some of which 
will be unannounced, will be used to ensure 
compliance, said M'cMastcrs. Those who 
don't comply with the rules can be subject 
to fines. 

Enforcement in Idaho has been less strict 
than in other Western states, due to a 
cumbersome enforcement process, said 
McMaslers. However, the Idaho Legislature 
recently passed a bill shortening the lime it 
takes to make enforcement actions from 
several montlis to several weeks.

Teaching English with Latino twist j 

Migrant Headstart program aims at making farm workers’ children bilingual

TWIN FALl-S - The atmosphere of the 
Felipe Cabral Headstart • Migrant Center is 
SesameSlreelwilh a Latino Ixial. 

For the past H years, center staff have 
strived to teach English to the Hispanic 
children of farm workers so the children will 
gain a headstart to .belter communication 
skills at schools where English is the major 
language. 

Administered by the Idaho Migrant Council 
and funded by the U.S. Health and Human Scr- 
vices-Agcncy, the center has an enrollment of 
52 children, from Infants to 6-year-olds. The 


numl)cr of students Iluctuaies as the farm 
season proceeds, said Director Jenny Everso).- 

Tlic migrant program is housed in the 
building which is home to the Headstart pro- 
gram (or year-round residents of the area. The 
migrant program, provided at no cost to tlio 
children, moves in when the other program 
ends for the summer. 

In May the summer occupants lx;gin to ar- 
rive from migrant housing camps in T\vin Falls 
and Buhi. To enroll their children, parents 
must meet income guidcline.s and be a migrant 
or seasonal farm worker. 

Like their parents who go to work in the 
fields, (he day starts early for the children, 
who are ready for the buses to the center by 5 


a.rn.. Eversul said. Their day is sdicduled to 
include inslniclinn. inde;)endenl play and 
lunch, snack and nap limes — all in accordance 
with federal guidelines. 

Spanish is the' first language among ttic 
duldivn. A majoritv of the staff mcmtx;rs also 
are Hispanic. They need to lx; bilingual lx;cau.se 
part of their job is .to leach the children 
English, Eversul said. 

Besides English, (he children receive lessons 
in nutrition, health and |x;rsana] hygiene, she 
added. 

The’ childrens' development and language 
skills hlso are tested, added Marlsela Lee. the 
iiead teaclier. In some lessons they expand

UI faculty turnover climbs slightly 


MOSCOW>\P) - Six percent to 7 
percent of the University of Idaho's 
full-time faculty, have not renewed 
their contracts for the 198G-87 school 
year, but about one-third of that 
percentage is retiring, according to 
university officials. 

■ The number of the 743 full-time 
faculty leaving is up from the 5- 
percenl turnover rate the school has 
experienced the past two years, but 
Is dowTi from the 9 percent who left 
during the IfWl-82 year and the 11 
percent who left in 1980-81 , 

“Five percent, from my judgment, 
is a very favorable turnover,’’ said 
UI Academic Vice President Thomas 
Bell. ’’I think that would illustrate a 
very stable Institution.” 

But Bell said the faculty will not 
receive a pay Increase this coming

year, increasing, a pay gap., from 
what they receive at UI and what 
they would be receiving at peer In- 
slllutioas. such as Arizona Stale 
University and the University of 
Utah, 


The .salary freeze stems from a 
legislative appropriation that gave 
UI’s operating budget an increase of 
S15.000. UI ofliciaLs have projected a 
$.500,000 deficit for the coming year. 

’’As you talk to faculty, the salary 
freeze has been a very deva.stating 
thing," Bell said. "1 think the facul- 
ty are discouraged with the lack of 
support for higher education. W'e're- 
fortunale, at least moving into this 
year. It appears we have not lost 
substantially. 

' "But I go back again to the hope of 
yet another fiscal year and I’m sure 


if w'c aren't able fo be more com-, 
peiitivc in .salaric.s and support, .It's 
ju.st predictable that the Institution. 

Is going to lose." 

Bell said senior professors who 

-leave the university— hurt— 4he-in- 

stitution most. 

"When you lose outstanding peo- 
ple, talented faculty and ^staff in 
whom the university has a con- 
siderable professional development 
investment, you likely Io.se riuallty,” 

Bell .said. “Quality programs are 
built by quality people over a period 
of time and (these programs) are 
often stifled when you lose Uiose 
people."

Still, there are more migrant 
children than the programs can 
serve, dcLeonsald. 

An estimated 8,000 to 10,000 
migrant children vlsii the state each 
year with their parents, according 
to a 1984 council survey. Yet, the 
migrant- Headstart programs are- 
funded to serve only 400 children. 
Last year about 6.50 were served 
because of the turnover in the 
children through the farming season, 
he reported. 

Without tlie program children 
would be slaying with relatives or in 
the fields with their parents, said 
deLeon. a former migrant worker. 
With the program children .receive 
• care-and education so they are bel- 
ter prepared when they enter school.

State’s public education^alaries rankdow 


BOISE (AP) -r Idahoans are spending a 
more on higher education, when comparj^ to 
their total personal Income, than residents 
in most other slates of the nation, according 
to a new survey. 

But despite that kind of commitment and 
the pledge of state lawmakers to significant- 
ly improve Idaho’s educational system, the 
state’s college professors and public school 
teachers arc still among the lowest paid In 
the region and the nation. 

Analyst Mark Falconer of the^Ugislative 
Budget Office reported that a statc-by-statc 
comparison of overall support for hl^er 
education showed Idaho ranking 1-Uh na- 
tionally in its commitment when compared 


to total personal income in the state. 

But he said that despite a G percent pay 
increase last year tor professors on the four 
campuses, salaries still rank near the bot- 
tom when compared to comparable inslUu- 
llons. In fact, even with the pay raise last 
year, professors at the university of Idaho 
actually lost ground to their colleagues 
elsewhere. 

During the 1984-1985 school year. UI pro- 
fessor salaries ranked about midway among 
those . paid by 10 comparable institutions In 
the West, but even with last year's increase, 
pay on the Moscow campus fell to ninth, only 
hi^cr than salaries at Montana Stale and 
Montana. Falconer said that was because 


other schools, most notably Or^on, Oregon 
State and Colorado State, pimipcd evai 
more money Into professor salves than 
Idaho did. 

For Idaho State University, the pay raise 
last year lifted the .standing of mlr pro- 
fessors one notch among the 14 other schools 
It is compared to, but It still left pay on the 
Pocatello campus ranked l^. At Boise 
State University, rated in same 
category of schools as ISU, the pay raise on- 
ly kept professors from losing ground. They 
still raniced 14th among the IS sdiools, ahead 
of only Montana. 

Lcwls-Ciark Slate College In Lewiston also 
saw the increase leave Its ranking among 11 


other colleges unchanged. Its salaries are 
only belter than those paid by Eastcim 
Oregon State College on that list, Falconer 
said. 

The state Board of Education, noting the 


p^roblcm at Us meeting last month in Idaho 
Falls, is considering a request of lawmakers 
next winter for additional money to bolster 


faculty salaries before next spring, but 
details of that proposition will not be worked 
outunillScptember. 

As for public school teachers, a Ticw survey 
by the American Federation of Teachers 
showed Idaho Icachers losing ground in sala- 
ry rankings last year. 

The average 2.4 percent pay increa.se

granted public school teachers last year was 
less than a third of the average Increase na- 
tionwide. and the' ranking of Idaho teachers 
salaries fell from 3Gth to 40lh nationally. 

During that four-year period, Idaho did 
manage to boost average teacher pay by 
over 19 percent, from under 517.G00 a year to 
nearly $21,000 last year. But only 10 other 
slates Increased teacher salaries by lower 
pcrcantages, and the average increase na- 
tionwide during that four-year period was 23 
percent. 

All of the states bordering Idaho continued 
to be ranked higher, but each has also seen 
its national standing eroded, at least 
somewhat, over the past four years.

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Production, sales reports show weakness

WASHINGTON — U.S. industrial produc- 
tion plunged 0.5 percent in June, the fourth 
decline in the past five. months, while retail 
sales Inched upward only slightly, the gov- 

Uiat underscored how weak the economy has 
become. 

One-half of Uie drop in Industrial output 
was blamed on strikes in the communcia- 
tions. aluminum and timber industries. But 
I hp Fcdccal_n<?scrvc_Board report shewed 
that the troubles in industrial America went 
farther than strikes as domestic manufac- 
turers continued to be battered by foreign 
competition. 

The Commerce Department report on 
retail sales showed they rose a slight 0,2 
percent In June, the weakest showing since- 
March. Tlie government did substantially 


raise earlier estimates of sales activity for 
May and April. 

The Reagan administration said these 
revisions, despite the lackluster growth In 
June, pointed the way to increased produc- 
tion gains and a stronger economy in the se^ 
condhalfof the year.

growth in consumer spending," Commerce 
Secretary Malcolm Ualdrlge said in a 
statement.

level. 

Even as we cheer our achieve- 
ments to date, these figures are 
sober reminders of what remains to 
be done.

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‘Darth Vader’ helmet 
lets pilots aim by eye

NEW YORK - A pilot’s helmet 
dubbed '.‘DarUi Vader’' may mark a 
revolution In the operation of 
military aircraft as It lets pilots aim 
weapons at targets Just by turning 
their heads, U.S. Air Force officials 
say. 

Developed at the Wright Patter- 
son Air Force Base in Ohio, versions 
of the helmet are used by pilots of 
the Army's Apache helicopters and 
of the Navy’s F-U jets, said Air 
Force 1st Lt. George Sarmienlo, an 


engineer on the project. 

The helmets have been (^rational 
for about two years, and versions 
have been depicted in such movies as 
"Blue Thunder," about an advanced 
police helicopter, and the TV scries 
"Alrwoll.’’ 

In the Army and Navy models, 
when a pilot spots a target, he flips a. 
switch and an electronic system 
which senses the' pasition of his 
helmet aims missiles or high-speed 
guns in the same direction he is look- 
ing. • 

"U he sees a target at 2 o’clock 
and looks at it. the sensors will 
’register it anu the missiles will

follow,’’ said Sarmiento. 

Pilots aim with their heads about 
nine times faster than they do with 
hand-held controls, according to Air 
Force studies. 

Sarmiento said the Air Force’s 
version of the headgear, which Is be- 
ing used on classified projects, 
should be operational by early 1387, 
He said that version is taking more 
lime to develop becau.se it has to be 
very small and light; a large, heavy 
helmet could kill a pilot ejecting 
from aspcedingfighler. 

More adva'nccd versions of the 
headgear are expected In the 1930s.

program, he said. 

The program has already cost $30 
million, 

"Darth Vader," .so named by labo- 
ratory technicians because of its 
resemblance to the "Star Wars” 
movie villain, was developed in an 
effort to revolutionize the cockpit, 
said Thoma.s A. Furness, head ol the 
helmet rc.search program at Wright 
Patterson. 

The glial is to eventually turn the 
helmet into a kind of movie theater 
where the pilot is surrounded by 
three-dimensional pictorial and 
audio display of the outside world, 
dayorniglit. 

Apache helicopter pilots already 
can use their helmets and infrared 
cameras to .see at night. Furne.ss 
said.

Less rain improves 
level of Salt Lake 


SALT UKE CITY (AP) - Nor- 
thern Utah’s July rainfall so far 
'has"bccn less than half of the 
monthly overage, which* has 
helped to dry up high water pro- 
blems around (he Great Salt 
Lake, weather officials said 
Tuesday. 

But the Great Sail Lake, which 
reached its highest level in 
recorded history last month, has 
not dropped as quickly as usual, 
said National Weather Service 

meteorologist Bill Alder. 

The lake was measured at 
4.211,30- feet on Tuesday, which 
was 12 indies lower than the July 
1 measurement, said Ralph Hatch 
of the weather service’s Colorado 
River Basin Forecast Center. ' 
In.mld-July a year ago, the lake 
was measured at 4.2tw,40 feet. It 
rose to its highest recorded level 
of 421! .fl5 feet on June G. 

"Although the warm, dry 
weather has produced near- to 
above-normal evaporation, and 
irrigation has been extremely 
•high,-well-atx)ve-ftormal inflows- 
to the lake has licld It to only a 


slight doW-nward trend,” ffatch 
said. 

Alder said the lake ordinarily 
drops about 2.7 inches during the 
first half of July. This year’s 
decline has been slowed by conti- 
nuing, runoff from alwve-normal 
snowpack In the mountains, he . 
siild. 

Still, Alder said the dry 
weather has helped stabilize soil 
that was dangerously saturated 
In spots during the spring. 

• Tlie lake level is expected to 
dwindle slowly until early Oc- 
tober. falling six to 12 indies 
depending on -the amount of 
summer precipitation and 
evaporation. 

The Salt I^ke International 
Airport, just south of the lake, 
and Ogden on the eastern shores 
each received just .03 of an inch 
during the first half of the month, 
a scant 4 percent of the monthly 
average, 

Provo, on the eastern shores of 
Utah Lake, had nearly half its 
normal -mid-July precipitation, - 
.29ofuninch.

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^Winery cookbook extolls ethnic 
foods of immigrants to America

It was a dream harbored by 
most Immigrants. America would 
be a land where there would 
. always be food on the table. 

It also would be a place so 
strange, so unfamiliar, Uiat cook- 
ing would become one of the few 
ways to find solace and to preserve 
one's heritage. And, eventually, 
the ethnic mosaic would lead to a 
rich sharing of immigrant cooking 
styles. 

This Is the experience the winery 
of Chateau Ste. Micheile in 
Woodlnville, Wash., socks to cap- 
ture with "Tastes of Liberty: A 
Celebration of Our Great Ethnic 
Cooking." a cookbook dedicated to 
. the memory of those immigrants 
who brought with them to 
America their joy of good food and 
wine. 

"The people who came here car- 
ried a sack of clothes and recipes 
crumpled in their pockets." says 
Chateau Ste. Michelle’s Ted 
Baseler. the book’s design direc- 
tor. "They brought with them the 
toois of. their trade, but more im- 
portant, they brou^t their love of 
food and wine. That's what they 
really gave to America." 

The Washington winery, one of 
the seven founding sponsors of the 
Statue of Liberty-Ellis Island 
Foundation, has raised $1 million 
for the restoration project since 
the cookbooks was released last 
fall. In its third printing, about 
50,000 copies of the cookbook arc 
now in the hands of those who have

The winery is absorbing all 
costs of the book, including shipp- 
ing and handling, to ensure that all 
donations go to the restoration. In 
all, Chateau Ste. Michelle' lias 
pledged $5 million to the Statue of 
Liberty project, which has drawn 
well over S200 million In contribu- 
tions, says Bob Betz, the winery's 
vice president of communications 
and editor for "Tastes of Liberty." 

The hard-cover cookbook, with 
its 12.5 recipes from nine ethnic 
groups, 90-full-color ethnic food 
photos, and 40 historic black-and- 
white shots from Ellis Island, was 
tw o years In the making. 

"We began to realize the Impor- 
tance of the connection with the 
restoration, not just with the 
statue, but with the^ immigration 
experience" It^lf," Betz says^ 
"One of every two Americans can 
trace an ancestor back to Ellis 
Island." 

Betz and Basclcr say they 
realized the winery stood to gain 
from its support of a project with 
the scope of the Ellis Island resto- 
ration. 

"Necessity and desire drove 
them (the immigrants) toward 
assimilation: they learned a new 
language, dressed like Americans, 
lived by American schedules. But 
in the midst of these radical 
changes, one inviolable stronghold 
remained: the immigrant kitchen.

WASHINGTON - Although the 
Food and Drug Administration last 
week banned the use of sulfites on 
raw fruits and vegetables, that’s not 
the end of the sulfite Issue. 

Salad i)ara’_mayJi;jvc bccn.onc of. 
the biggest offender^ when It came 
to suintes, but there arc a lot of 
other foods that contain the preser- 
vative — and the FDA is required to 
determine their safety as well. 

The ban announced Wednesday 
applies only to sulfites that have 
been used to preserve the crispness 
and color of raw fruits and 
vegetables sold loose or packaged In 
cellophane. 

It does not. however,' include 
potatoes, nor docs It pertain to can- 
ned or dried produce that has been 
Ircotcdwilhsulfltes. 

The acgulatlon was based on' a 
government study of more lhan_500 
reports of allergic reactions,” 'in- 
cluding 13 deaths, to suKIto-contain-

Jim Greene of the FDA said the 
agency banned the use of sulfites, Dn 


raw produce because most of the 
serious Illnesses reported occurred 
at salad bars.

jvcgelables, said Greene. Fifteen 
•percent u-cre blamed on wine and ' 
beer, 14 percent were blamed on 
package d food s and the remaining 2 7 
pferccht were less specific about the 
type of food that allegedly caused 
the reaction. 

j Mitchell Zeller, an attorney with 
j the Center for Science in the Public 
Interest, a consumer group, said 
that for sulflle-scnsltive individuals, 
“there’s no safe level’’ of sulfites in 
food and that “for the same reason 
they’re (the FDA) banning sulfites 
on fresh fruits and vegetables, they 
should ban it on other foods." 

Zeller said CSPI considers 
potatoes, alcoholic beverages 
(regulated by the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms), seafood and 
dried fruit as the “most dangerous” 
of these other foods. Althouf^ addi- 
tional- processed. packaged foods 
contain lower amounts of sulfites, 
those foods should contain a warning 
label, hesaid. —

Plants with row covers beat 


those with flat clear plastic 


I harvested zucchini squash grown 
with row covers on June 30, almost a 
month before normal. 

Watermelon, cantaloupe and 
cucumbers are also way ahead of 
. normal. Tomatoes, peppers and 
; jjeans are also growing taster, 
although they are not as far ahead 
"‘as’lhe squash, melons and 
cucumbers. 

I planted all of the above 
. vegetables May 14. at least two 
weeks'ahead of normal planting 
time. Before planting everything ex- 
• "cept the beans, I applied a three-foot 
strip of black plastic. 

Black plastic mulch controls 
weeds and ^jccds growth and 
-carllncssbyaboutaweek.Icut ' 
holes at one-foot intervals In the 
black plastic and planted seeds In 
ivlhc holes. In addition to planting 
■'sdeds of tomatoes and peppers, I 
"•■dlso made a row with small plants. 

After planting. Icovered with 
ll|rec different materials. The first 
'Vasclcarplasticwllhsllts for ven- 
tilation supported by wire hoops. 
The second was a spun plastic fiber 
material named Recmay, similar in 
appearance to cheese cloth, No sup- 
■'^port was needed for the Recmay 
because it is held up by the plants as

they grow. The third material was 
clear plastic laid flat on top of the 
black plastic. 

The sli tted plastic and Recmay 
row covers were six feet wide to 
allow room for plant growth. The 
flat clear plastic was four feet In 
width. Soil was placed around the 
edges of all the plastic to hold it In 
place. 

Seeds of the melons, squash, 
cucumbers and beans started to 
germinate in eight days. Pepper and 
tomato seeds took two or more 
weeks to germinate and were more 
erratic. The pepper and tomato 
transplants were dgmaged twice by 
frosts and some plants had (o be 
replaced. 

None of the .seeded vcgclablcs 
were damaged by frost. Holes were 
cut in the flat clear plastic a few 
days after seeds had gcrminalcd. 

Both the black plastic and the row 


covers create a warmer environ^ . 
mc'nt so that seeds sprout and plants 
grow rapidly. I normally do not plant 
these warm weather vegclablesun- 
til June when frost danger Is past 
and soli has warmed enough for the 
seed to germinate. 

Bean, melon, cucumber and 
squash plants were large enough so 
that sll tted plastic and Recmay row 
covers were removed on June 26. 
Covers were removed from tomatoes 
and peppers about lO.days later.' 

Planlswith flat clcarplasUcarc 
also ahead of normal but arc behind 
those covered with row covers. 

I also tried broccoli, beets and 
spinach with Recmay row covers. 
Tlicre was no benefit for the beets 
and spinach. The broccoli ripened 
about a week earlier than plants 
without Recmay and hcadis were , 

larger-. 

This row cover test planting can 
be seen In the Horticulture Research 
and Demonstration Garden on the 
south side of the Ricks College cam- 
pus in Rexburg. The row cover plots

Hooked rugs latch on 
to country art trend

The once*humb!c American hooked 
rug hangs on museum walls these 
days ana brings prices In the thou- 
sands of dollars — part of the trend 
toward American country art. 

A decade ago most hooked rugs 
sold for between S50 and $150, accor- 
ding to an article In the July issue of 
Connoisseur, but now the price range 
Is between $150 and $2,500 and 
sometimes up to as much as SG.SOO. 
A hooked rug depicting three cals 
was sold at the Baltimore Museum 
Antiques Show last year for SI 1.000. 

Rug hooking Is an ancient craft - 
the Copts did it. so did the Norse. It 
wascaTled “thrumming" in Britain. 

But the Old World rugs did not 
display scenes or striking- design — 
experts believe that was pioneered 
in.AmericaJvhcre rug hooking has 
been called "America's one In- 
digenous folk art." 

American hooked rugs had their 
origin in the handsome bed rugs of 
18th century New England. The de- 
scent from bed to floor began in the 
1840s, but It was In the 1850s — with 
the. introduction of burlap sacks that 
provided Ideal backing — that 
domestic production went into 
hi^ergear. 

It began In New England and in 
Canada’s maritime provinces and 


the Stales. ..Ovcrc)..all. possessed of. 
the hooked-rug mania" and "having 
thoroughly scoured tlic byways of 
New England. Uheyt now .scurry In 
motorcars and motorboats to 
remote comers of Nova Scotia and 
Cape Breton," 

The current trend t>cgan when Joel 
and Kale Kopp. proprietors of an 
Americana antique store 'in New 
York, saw a motto nig hanging over 
a friend's mantelpiece. It was total- 
ly unlike the dreary hooked rugs 
ihoy had seen at countlc.ss auctions. 

"This one was cliftcrcnt.’’ Joel 
Kopp said. "It was pictorial. U 
wasn't just a rug, it was folk art." 

Tlie Kopps. who had already made 
a name lor llicmselvcs in early 
American quilts, licgan scouting for 
hooked rugs. By spring of 1974 they 
had a small collection that were 
either pictorial or showed a strong 
sense of design, that displayed an in- 
teresting mixture of colors and 
fabric — "pizzazz" as they put it. 
--The-rugs were spotted by Barbara 
John-son. then president of . the 
Museum of American Folk Art in 
New York City. That fall the 
museum displayed fio hooked rugs 
CuHed Trom private collections and 
Americana museums. The result was 
stunning. 

Since then interest in hooked rugs 
bas blossomed. New York decorator 
Marin Ruatta "can’t thi nk of 


country. 

There was a flurry of interest In 
collecting them in the 1920s and a 
Canadian Journalist wrote in 1928: 
"...antique dealers, interior deco- 
rators. and summer cottagers from 


single client who has a coutry house 
who doens't have at least one fine 
hooked rug." 

Tlic new enthusiasm for hooked 
rugs has stimulated a new genera- 
tion of artisans to create them.
